whole Caravan, but the ſame being too 
well guarded, they were forc'd at that 
time to content themſelves with having 
got us. By theſe fine People I was 
carried before their Sultan, Prince 
Uſmei, and was in a few Days after 
oblig'd to go to Candahar (aud thus 
1 ſaw upon this Journey a good deal of © 
Perſia) for this Prince made a Pre- 
ſent of me to Miri- Ways, knowing, 
that to preſent him with ſome Euro- 
peans was to do him a ſingular Service. 

By this Miri-Ways, of whom the 
following Narration gives a more diftintt 
Account, I was not treated as a Slave, 
but rather at full Liberty, and when I 
bad diſcovered my ſelf to under ſtand 
ſomething of Fortification, [was employ d 
by bim in the fortifying of the City of 
Candabar.

His Father, Emir Mahamed Bakir, 
Prince of Candahar, was originally a 
chief Lord amongſt the Tartars, born 
in the Country Brchay, -otherways 
call'd the lelter Buchary, which is 
thus call'd to diſtinguiſh the ſame 


from the great Buchary. This lax- | 


ter borders Northwards upon Tu- 
cheſtan (whence the Turks had their 
Derivation) and upon the Country 
of the Oriental Calmurbsʒ Weft- 
wards on the Caſpian Sea; South- 


-wards upon Perſia and Inder; and 


Eaſtwards upon the leſfer Bat haryi 
from which it is ſeparated by the 
high Mountains call'd Parapomiſur! 
At the time of Alexanitler the . — 
this Country was called Sogdis : 
but in the Gountry it K. 4 
anda Maurunulher, witch | 
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on the other ſide of the Water (per- 
haps meaning the River Oxus.) Fo- 
reign Nations commonly call it the 
Country of the Uyzbegians or Uzbe- 
kians, by reaſon that the Uzbekians 
is the moſt potent Nation in that 
Country. There are as many Rulers 
or Chams as there arc great Towns 
in that Country, but nevertheleſs 
the two chiefeſt Towns there are 
Sarmacand, in which the great Te- 
murleng was born, and Buchara where 
a particular Cham or King has a ve- 
ry fine Palace. This latter Town is 
eminent for Trade, and ſituate on 
the River Albianou otherways call'd 
Oxus, which likewiſe is call'd by the 
Tartars Ruth-Chane Kurkan. The 
lefſer Buchary, where the Anceſtors 
of Prince Miri-Ways's Father liv'd, 
Joins to it, and borders Weſtwards, 
partly upon the great Buchary and 
partly upon Per/ia. It joins Eaſtwards 
to Mongalia and to the Wilderneſs 
of China. Northwards it partly con- 
tinues to border upon a Diſtrict of 
Mongalia, and partly upon the Ones 
; ca 
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tal Calmucks, and Southwards upon 
India. The Extent of the fame 
is about two hundred Leagues 
in length, but has a great many 
Deſarts, ſo that not twenty Towns 
are found in it; however, a great

The Perfan Province Choraſan,

with him, thereby to ſecure their 
other Provinces from being mole- 
ſted by him for the future; and Mu- 
hamed Bakir was exceedingly pleas'd 
with this Propoſal, being deſirous to 
gain Time to ſet himſelf firm in his 
new Conqueſt. An Agreement was 
therefore made with the Perſian 
Schach, by which Candahbar, with all 
the Right, Title and Pretenſions 
which the Perſians ever had upon 
the fame, was made Ceſſion of to 
Maubamed Bakir , who on his fide 

| was 
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as oblig'd to promiſe not to moleſt 
any further the Per/ian Provinces, as 
alſo to prevent Perſia's _ at- 
ack'd from that Side by the Great- 

ogol. Further Offers were made 
on the ſide of Perſia, viz. great Pre- 
ſents, and to give to him and to his 
Children the higheſt Employments 
in the Perſian Monarchy, in caſe 
he would make an offenſive and de- 
fenſive Alliance with the Schach, but 
Mubamed Bakir thought it too ſoon to 
let ſo great an Alteration appear in his

ciled to his Enemy bur the am- 
birious and revengeful Boſto-Cham 
did not know how to make a true 
uſe of his Victory, for he ſent back 
the Preſents which the Emperor 
ſent him, refuſing to hear of a Com- 
poſition, and demanded that he 
ſhou'd 
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mould deliver up Zain- Cham wii 
all ſuch as had retir'd into China, d 
he ſhould be oblig d to declare W: 
- © againſt the Emperor himſelf. 
This haughty Anſwer was taket 
by the Chineſe Monarch as a Decla 
ration of War, wherefore he ſent 
Tome Troops againſt him, who ne. 
vertheleſs were ſo unfortunate of 
cowardly,.that twenty thouſand Chi: 
neſe were beat by one thouſand Cal 
mucks.z and at another time eighty 
thouſand were defeated and diſpers'd 
by only ten thouſand of thoſe Zar. 
tars. Amulon-Bogdo- Cham therefore 
brought an Army together of three 
hundred thouſand. Men and three 
hundred Cannons, intending to un- 
do his Enemy by fo prodigious 5 
number.

the whole Swarm of -Usbegian Tar-

However, his Avant-Guard had a 
{mart Engagement not far from Der- 
bent with the Ruſians, in which 
theſe latter got no Advantage, for 
they were ſeveral times bravely re- 
puls'd; and when the Ruſſian Fleet 
attempted a landing near Alburnap, 
MHiri-Ways's Troops were at hand 
in great Numbers, and beat them 
back with the Loſs of three thou- 
ſand Men, inſomuch that the reſt 
were much put to it, to get to their 
Ships again; they did indeed at- 
tempt a ſecond. landing near the 
Mouth of the River Arras, where

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But to return to Lfaban: The 
Campaign of the Czar cou'd not 
prevent the Surrender of this Town 
ro Miri-Ways upon Diſcretion, which 
happen'd on the 13th of October of 
the Year of our Lord 1722. Our 
Prince ſnew'd great Clemency at 
this Surrender, for all the Inhabi- 
tants were taken in Protection and 
maintain'd in their Liberties and Pri- 
vileges; and the European Inhabi- 
tants were well treated above all o- 
thers, ſo that what was ſaid in the 
News-Papers of the Town's being 
plunder'd againſt all Treaty, and that 
even the Engliſh, Dutch and French 
Merchants had not been ſpar'd, who 
with their few Men had made a 
{tout Defence, is utterly falſe. The 
Caftle (with the remaining Trea- 
ſure) was alſo neceflitated ro yield 
at the ſame time with the Town, 
not being able to ftand it out any 
longer, for all Proviſions in the ſame 
were entirely ſpent. As ſoon as Mi- 
ri-Ways was Maſter of the Town, 


and 
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and had brought Matters there in 
Order again, he took the youn 

Perſian Prince and girded the Scimi- 
tar on him according to Cuſtom, 
to ſhew thereby that from that time 
he was to be the Sovereign of Per- 
fia, and he knew at the ſame time 
ſo to cozen the whole Nation that 
they declar'd him publickly Prote- 
Ctor of the Kingdom and Tutor of 
the young King, which Title he 
has till; and what with the encrea- 
fing Aſſiſtance of the Tartars, and 
what with the Submiſſion of the re- 
maining Perſians, he grows ſtronger 
from Day to Pay. |

OW D Sfaban, or Hbahan, the 
Reſidence of the Per/ian 
kings, and Metropolis of 
"Oe ) Perfia, is ſituate in the 
orovince of Erak, in the 
32d Degree and 26 Minutes of La- 
titude, 
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titude, and in the 86th Degree and 


40 Minutes of Longitude, upon a 


flit and cven Plain, ſo that from 
this Town one may ſee round at 
three or tour Leagues diſtance the 
Hills Demawend and Mount Perjan. 
In the Times of Temurleng it was 
call'd Sipahan, which ſignifies as 
much as Armies, and that partly 
from the Multitude of People, and 
partly becauſe the Armies us'd com- 
monly to be drawn together there. 
The Circumference of the City to- 
gether with its Suburbs is compu- 
ted at eight Leagues. Its Walls 
are indifferent, and moſtly made up 
of Earth, with Baſtions made of 
Bricks bak'd in the Sun, A pret- 
ty large River call'd Sendrut flows 
by there, which has its Riſe in the 
Mountains Demawend, and divides 
itſelf into many Branches, which 
are led into ſome Ciſterns of the 
Town, in that Language call'd Haus 
and Burke; and into the great Park 
call'd Haſartzirib: as alſo into the 

chief 
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chief Royal Garden call'd Tzarbagh. 
This Town his been twice quite 
deſtroy'd by Temurleng, and once 
more at another time becauſe of 
its Rebellion; but ſince Schach 
Abas transferr'd the Seat of Reſi- 
dence from Cafwin thither on ac- 
count of its fine Situation, it is 
come to ſuch a Condition, that af- 
ter. having receiv'd the additional 
Ornament of numerous noble Edi- 
fices and fine Gardens, and fill'd 
with People brought thither from 
other Provinces, it ſeems to be a 
little World, the Number of In- 
habitants there being above five hun- 
dred thouſand. 

The Perfians being ſuch Lovers 
of Gardens that almoſt every Houſe 
has one, ir contributes very much to 
the Town's Magnitude. The Pa- 
laces there are not ſo handſome 
without as they are within, be- 
ing for the moſt part built of I *? 
Bricks bak'd in the Sun, or burnt I ) 
after the common manner, and If 

work'd 
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work'd up with Earth inſtead of 


Lime, and are generally four Sto- 
ries high. The Streets are very 


narrow. The Maidan or great walk- 


ing Place is ſeven hundred Paces in 
length and two hundred and fifty 


in breath; On the W eſt - ſide of the 
ſame where the Royal Palace is, are 


Vaults built in a regular manner 
one over another, with Paſlages, 
where the Goldſmiths, Jewellers and 
other ſuch like Artificers have their 
Trade, and before the ſame are 


ſome Shimfbads or a fort of Box- 


trees planted in ſuch a ſtreight Line 
and regular Order, and likewiſe cut 
out ſo artificially, that one ſees the 
Vaults very plain through thoſe O- 
penings, and theſe faid Trees af- 
ford alſo a pleaſant Shade. On the 
Eaſt-fide of the ſaid Maiden is a 
large vaulted Gallery, areb'd and 
ſupported with Pillars, under which 
all ſorts of Handicrafts . have their 
working-places, each Claſs diſtinet 
from the other. Above this Gallery 


oppo=- 
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oppoſite to the Royal Palace, is car- 
ried up a Building with two Galleries 
oppoſite to each other, upon which 
the Kettledrums, Hautbois and Play- 
ers upon the Kerenei play the Muſick 
according to the old Cuſtom at the 
ſetting of the Sun, and when the 
King goes abroad or comes home. 
In the middle of this great Place, 
not far from the Royal Gate, is 
erected a high Pole, upon which 
all ſorts of things are fix'd for the 
King and his Chans to ſhoot at, 
which is perform'd in a full Gallop, 
and this Diverſion is call'd Xa; 
T/ankan. Weſtwards of this Place, 
not far from the Royal Palace, the 
Fortune-tellers commonly drive their 
Trade, for the ſuperſtitious. Perfians 
are much given to have their Na- 
tivity caſt. On one ſide of it are 
the Chire-Chane or Taverns, the Tzai- 
Chattai-Chane or Tea-houſes, and 
the Kabwe-Chane or Coffee houſes, 
where there is great ſmoaking of 


Tobacco aud playing at the Game 
call'd 
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call'd Sedrentz, ſignifying Hundred- 
cares, viz. Cheſs. Not far from 
thence are Vaulis, where the Sur- 


geons and Barbers drive their Oc- 


cupation, and are buſie partly with 
Surgery and partly with Hair-cut- 


ting. On the lower end North- 


wards of the Maida, is a great ſtriking 
Clock, but not in Repair. The 
Place Bazar is divided into a great 
many Streets, molt of them co- 
ver'd, and all forts of Goods and 
Merchants from all Parts of the 
World are found there. | 

The Royal Caſtle or Palace, into 
which one enters from the ſaid Mai- 
dan, is call'd Doewlet-Chane or Der- 
Chane- Schach; before the Gate of 


the ſame lie ſome Cannons, but nor.

Place ſtrong enough to reſiſt any 


preat Force, being only ſurrounded 
with a Wall. The Anti-chamber 
over the Gate is lofty, with a great

The chief Apartments 
in it are, Tab-Chane, or the great

We muſt not omit to mention 
the magnificent and fine Church 
on the South-ſide of the Maidan, 
which is dedicated to the laſt of the 
twelve [mans or Perſian Saints, viz.

The Paſſage to the ſame is 
over a Pavement of large ſquare 
Stones, in the middle of which is 
a ſquare Ciſtern, where People going 
to pray, waſh themſelves. Behind 
this Fountain the Pavement riſes 
two Foot higher, and then one 
comes into a narrower Place, which 


leads over ſome Steps of Marble to 
the Church. The Gate of the ſame 


zs very large, and conſiſts of one Piece 


of hewn Marble; the Door is cover'd 
with thick Plates of Silver, in ſome 
Places. 2 Before the Church on 
both ſides are very lofty Piazza's or 
vaulted Paſſages, the Ground where- 
of is cover'd with Mats, which they 
ſit upon to pray, and the Piazza's 
are continued round a great open 
Court, in the midſt of which is a- 

ain a large Octagon Ciſtern, full of 
Water. Above thoſe great Piazza's 
are leſſer Galleries, which towards 
the Court-end have marble Pillars

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paſs'd this Place one comes at laſt 
into the Body of the Church. The 
Entry into it is a vaulted Arch of 
an amazing Height, every where in- 
termix'd, partly with Stones glaz'd 
blue, and partly with Stones having 
gold Streaks and Veins. Within it 
is very ſpacious and high, and adorn'd 
with a great number of fine marble 
Pillars. The Meherab and Cathib or 
Altar and Pulpit are there, and the 
firſt of theſe two (except the two 
Pillars which it reſts upon) is cut 
out of one Stone. On the right 
hand in the Church one goes thro? 
a Gate into an exceeding fine open 
Court. All the Walls in the Church, 
Galleries and open Courts are cas'd 
above four Ells high from the bot- 
tom with large Slates of Marble, 
poliſh'd as ſmooth as any Looking- 
glaſs, which Marble is for the gene- 
rality white and fetch'd from the 

Quarries in the Mountains Elwend.

he lodg'd the young King in the 

Caſtle, and held a Divan or great 
Privy- Council, to conſult how to or- In 
der beſt, for the future, the Affairs ii 
of State. Hitherto no Potentate 2 
bordering upon Pera had ſhew'd It. 
any Heſtility, except the Czar. The p 
Great-Mogo/ was an Ally who, al- In 
tho' no Troops were deſir'd of him, 
was nevertheleſs ready to furniſh Aſ- 
ſiſtance upon Occaſion. The Uzbe- 
gian and other Tartars were ready 
upon Miri-Fays's Nod to join him, 
| and they were his ancient Allies. The 
| Arabians remain'd quiet, nor did it 
| ſeem that they had an Inclination to 
1 invade Pera. So none was left 
whole Friendſhip there was Cauſe to 
| be courted bur the Ottoman Porte, 
conſequently a gn Ambaſſy was 
ſent to the Grand-Signior at Conſtan- 
_ Finople, to endeayour, if poſſible, to 
4 con- 
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conclude an Offenſive and Defen - 
five Alliance with the ſame, or at 
leaſt ro erect à Treaty of Neutrali- 
ty. The Ambaſſadors being nam'd 
and provided with a great many 
valuable Preſents, as well for the 
Grand-Signior as for his Chief Mi- 
niſters, they arrived at Conſtantinople 
in February of this preſent Year 1723 
and tho? it has not been heard yet 
that they have been admitted to a 
publick Audience by the Grand-Sig- 
nior himſelf nor by his Vizier, it has 
appear'd nevertheleſs that they have 
been treated upon the Foot of other 
Ambaſſadors of great Potentates. 
The chief of 'em acquainted all the 
other foreign Miniſters of his Arri- 
val, viz. under the Denomination of 
Ambaſſadors from the Protector of 
the Perſian Empire; but all the Eu- 
ropean Miniſters thought proper to 
ſuſpend the cuſtomary Viſit till they 
ſhou'd ſee firſt in what manner they 
wou'd be treated at their Audience 
by the Grand-Signior. In the mean 
time *tis certain that the Turks had 
con- 
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conceiv'd great Jealouſies about the 
Czar's Progrels, even before the Ar- 
rival of this Ambaſſy, and that Mi- 
ri-Mays made all Preparations to 
d ive the Ruſſians back out of Per- 
ia. But of what has paſſed ſince, the 
News- Papers have been from time 
to time ſo repugnant ro each other, 
and what at one tim: aas been poſi- 
tively affirm'd, has been as poſitively 
contradicted at another, that nothing 
of certainty is to be gather'd from 
thence. But altho' the Czar has 
given ſuch {trict Order not to divulge 
any 'thing, there is no doubt but ſome 
further News to be depended upon 
will be had from Perſia, by ſome 
Means or other.
